N this ſad 88 Religion, the Seers, 
who are appointed to be the Watch. men of the 
Church, cannot but obſerve, that the Sup- 
planters and Underminers are gone out, and 
are digging down the Foundations ; and ha- 
ing deſtrozed all Publick Firms of Eccleſiaſtical 
Government, diſcountenanced an excellent Liturgy, 
taken eff the Hinges of Unity, diſgrac d the Arti- 
cles of Religion, polluted Publick Aſſemblies, taken 
away all Cognizance of Schiſm by minzling all 
7 Setts, and giving Countenance to that againſt. 
which all Power ought to ſtand wpon their Guard; 
there is now nothing left, but that we take care 
that Men be Chriſtians : For concerning the Or- 
nament and Advantages of Religion, we cannot 
male that Provi ſion we deſire : Incertis de ſalute 
de gloria minime certandum. For, ſince they 
2 who have ſeen Jeruſalem in Proſperity, and have 
IT forgotten the Order of the Morning and Evening-

Acorns of Prodig als and Swine, ſo they may enjoy 
their Lands and their Money with it; we muſt 
now take care that the Young Men who were born 
in the Captivity, may be taught how to worſhip 
the God of Iſrael after the manner of their Fore- 
fathers, till it ſhall pleaſe God that Religion ſhall 
return into the Land, and awell ſafely, and grow 
proſperonſly. 


But never did the excellency of Epiſcopal Go- 
vernment appear ſo demonſtratively and conſpicu- 
ouſly as now : nder their Condntt and Order we 
bad a Church ſo united, ſo orderly, ſo governed;

greſs an Inſtitution and Ordinance of Chriſt, but 
dare net break a Cannon of the Pope, did deſpair of 
prevailing againſt us and Truth, and knew no 
hopes, but by ſetting their Faces againſt us, to de- 
ſtroy this Government ; and then they know they 
Should triumph without any Enemy: So Balaam 


the Son of Bozor was ſent for to curſe the People 
of the Lord, in hope that the Son of Zippor might 
prevail againſt them that had long proſpered under

But now, inſtead of this excellency of Condition 3

falſe, Hypocrites and careleſs, they deny themſelves 
not hing that is pleaſant, they deſpiſe Religon, for-

But when Men have tried all that they can, it 


I to be ſuppoſed they will return to the excellen 


and advantages of the Chriſtian Religion, as it 18 
taught by the Church of England; for by deſtroy- 
ing it, no end can be ſerved but of Sin and Folly, 
Faction, and Death eternal. For, beſides that no 
Church that is Enemy to this does worſhip God in 


that truth of Treaſon: in that unblameable and 
pious Liturgy, and in e the neceſſities of 
holy Life, ſo much as the Church of England does. 
Beſides this (I ſay) it canwt be perſecuted by 
any Goverxonr that underſtandeth his own Intereſt, 


 anleſs ke be firſt abuſed by falſe Preachers, and 


then prefers his ſecret Opinion before his Publick 
Advantage: For no Church in the World is (a 


great a Friend to Lojalty ana Obedience as She, 


and her Siſters of the ſame Perſuaſion. They that 
lade Biſhops, have —— Monarchy j and they 
4. that 
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that weuld erett an Eccleſiaſtical Monarchy, 
muſt conſequently ſubject the Temporal to it; and 
both one and the other would be ſupreme in Con- 
ſciences: And they that govern there, with an O- 
Pinion, that in all things they ought to be attended 


to, will let their Prince govern others, ſo long as 
he will be ruled by them. 


And certainly, for a Prince to perſecute the 
Proteſt ant Religion, is as if a Phyſician ſhould en- 
deavour to deſtroy all Medicaments, aud Fathers 
kill their Sons, and the Maſter of Ceremonies de- 
troy all Formaiities and Courtſhips ; and as it the 
Pope ſhould root out all the Eccleſiaſtick State. 


Nothing ſo combines with Government, if it be of 


God's Appointment, as the Religion of the Church 
of England, becauſe nothing does more adhere to 
the Word of God, and diſregard the crafty Ad- 
vant ages of the World, If any Man ſhall not de- 
cline to try his Title by the Word of God, it is cer- 
tain there is not in the World a better Guard for it, 
than the true Proteſtant Religion, as it is taught 
in our Church. But let things be as it pleaſes 
God; it is certain, that in that day when Truth 
gets her Victory, in that day we ſhall prevail a- 
gainſt all God's Enemies and ours; not in the Pur- 
chaſes and Perquiſites of the World, but in the 
Renards and Returns of | Holineſs and Patience, 
and Faith and Charity; for by theſe we worſbip 
God, and againſt this Intereſt we cannit ſerve any 
thing elſe. 


In the mean time, we muſt by all means ſecure 
the Foundation, and take care that Religion may 
be con ve jed in all its material parts the ſame as it

ARULE to ſpend each Day 
Religiouſly. 


1. N. every Day to be a Day of Buſi- 
neſs; for your whole Life is a Race, and 
a Battle; a Merchandiſe, and a Journey; 
Every Day propound to yourſelf a Roſary 
or a Chaplet of good Works, to preſent to God 
at Night. 

2. Riſe as ſoon as your Health and other Oc- 
caſions ſhall permit; but it is good to be as regu- 
lar as you can, and as early. Remember, he that 
riſes firſt to Prayer, hath a more early Title to a 
Bleſſing: But he that changes Night into Day, 
Labour into Idleneſs, Watchfulneſs into Sleep, 
changes his hopes of Bleſſing into a Dream. 

3. Never let any one think it an Excuſe tolie 
in Bed becauſe he hath nothing to do when he 
is up: For whoſoever hath a Soul, and * to 
4 ave 
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fave that Soul, hath work enough to do to make 
bis Calling and Election ſure; to ſerve God, and to 
pray; to read and to meditate; to repent, and 
amend; to do Good to others, and to keep 
Evil from themſelves, And it thou haſt little 

to do, thou ought'ſ to employ the more Time 
in laying up for a greater Crown of Glory. 

4. At your opening your Eyes, enter upon 

the Day with ſome Act of Piety. 

1. Of Thankſgiving for the preſervation 
of you the Night paſt. 

2. Ot the Glorification of God for the 
Works of the Creation, or any Thing for 
the Honour of God. 

5. When you firſt go off from your Bed, ſolemn- 
ly and devoutly bow your Head, and worſhip the 
Holy Trinity, the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt. 

6. When you are making ready, be as ſilent as 
you can, and ſpend that Time in holy Thoughts; 
there being no way left to redeem that Time 
from loſs, but by Meditation, and ſhort men- 
tal Prayers. If you chuſe to ſpeak, ſpeak ſome- 
thing of God's Praiſes ; of his Goodnels, his 
Mercies, or his Greatneſs: Ever reſolving, that 
the firſt Fruits of thy Reaſon; and of all thy 
Faculties, ſhall be preſented to God, to ſancti- 

ie the whole Harveſt of the Converſation, 
J. Be not curious nor careleſs in your Habit, 
bur always keep theſe Meaſures. 
1. Be not troubleſome to thyſelf, or to o- 
thers, by unhandſomeneſs, or uncleanneſs. 
2. Let it be according to your State and 
< Quality. 
| | 3. Make Religion to be the difference of 
your Habit, ſo as to be beſt attired upon 
1. Holy or Feltlval-days, 8. In 
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8. In you dreſſing let there be Ejaculations fit- 
ted to the ſeveral Actions of dreſſing: As, at waſh- 
ing your Hands and Face, pray God to cleanſe 
your Soul from Sin; in putting on your Clothes, 
pray him to cloath your Soul with the Righte- 
ouſneſs of your Saviour; and ſo in all the reſt.

1 — with the Lorad's- Prayer. 15 

Upon theſe two days, and Sunday, you may 
chute ſome portions out of the Life of Chriſt, 
to read, and help your meditation, proper to 
the Myſteries you are appointed to meditate z 
or any other devout Books. 

23. Read not much at a time; but medi- 
tate as much as your time, and capacity, and 
diſpoſition will give you leave; ever remem- 
bring, that little reading, and much think- 
ing, little ſpeaking, and much hearing; fre- 
quent and ſhort Prayers, and great Devotion, 
is the beſt way to be wiſe, to be holy, to be 
devout. 

24. Before you go to bed, bethink yourſelf 
of the day paſt: If nothing extraordinary 
hath happen'd, your Conſcience is the ſooner 
examined; but if . have had any difference 
or diſagreeing with any one, or a great Feaſt, 
or great Company, or a great joy, or a great 
ſorrow ; then recollect yourſelt with the more 
diligence : ask pardon tor what is amils ; give 
God thanks for what was good. It you have 
omitted any duty, make amends next day: 
And yet if nothing be found that was amifſs, 
be humbled (till, and thankful ; and pray God 
tor pardon, if any thing be amiſs that you 


know not of, If all theſe things be in your 


Offices for your laſt Prayers, be ſure to apply 
them according to what you find in your exa- 
mination : But it they be not, ſupply them 
with ſhort Ejaculations before you begin your 
laſt Prayers, or at the end of them. Remem- 
ber alſo, and be ſure to take notice of all the 


C 3 mercies 
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mercies and deliverances of yourſelf and your 
Relatives that day. 

25. As you are going to bed, as often as you 
can conveniently, or that you ate not hindred 
by company, meditate of Death, and the pre- 
parations to your Grave. When you lie down, 
cloſe your eyes with a ſhort Prayer, commit 
yourſelf into the hands of your faithful 
Creator : And when you have done, truſt him 
Yea: yourſelf, as you muſt do when you are 
dying. . 

26. It you awake in the night, fill up the 
intervals or ſpaces of your not ſleeping, by ho- 
ly thoughts and aſpirations; and remember 
the ſms of your youth: And ſometimes re- 
member your death, and that you ſhall die; 
and pray to Cod to ſend to you, and all Man- 
kind, a mercy in the Day of Judgment. | 

27. Upon the Holy-days obſerve the ſame 
Rules; only, let the matter of your medita- 
tions be according to the myſtery of the day. 
As, upon Chriſtmas day meditate on the Birth 
of our Bleſſed Saviour, and read the Story 
and Conſiderations which are in the Life of 
Chriſt : And to your ordinary Dzvotions of eve- 
ry day, add the Prayer which is fitted to the 
Myſtery; which you ſhall find in the Life of 
Chriſt, or the Rule of Holy Living. Upon the 
Day of the Annunc iat ion, or our Lady day, me- 
ditate on the Incarnation of our Bleſſed Sa vi- 
our: And fo upon all the Feſtivals of the Year. 

28. Set a part one day for faſting, once a 
week, or once a fortnight, or once a month at 
lealt : But let it be with theſe cautions and 
meaſures. | 

1+ Do 
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i. Do not chuſe a Feſtival of the Church 
for your Faſting-day. 

2. Eat nothing till your Afternoon-devo- 
tions be done, if the health of your bo- 
dy will permit it: it nor, take fome- 

thing, though it be the les. | 

3. When you eat your meal, let it be no 
more than ordinary, leſt your Faſting- 
day end in an intemperate Evening. 

4. Let the actions of all the day be pro- 

| portionable to it: Abſtain from your 
uſual Recreations on that day, and from 
greater mirth- | 

5. Be (ure to deſign before-hand the pur- 
poſes of your Fait; either for Reteut ance, 

i or for Mortification, or for the advan- 

tages of Prayer; and let your Devotions 

be accordingly. But be ſure not to 
think, faſting, or eating fiſh, or eating 

nothing, of itſelf, to be plea ſing to God z 
but as it ſerves to one ot thoſe purpoſes. 

6. Let ſome part of that day extraordina- 

ty be ſer a- part for Prayer, for the acti- 

ons of Repentance, for Confeſſion of 
| Sins, and for begging of thoſe Graces for 


whoſe ſake you tet a-part that day. 

7. Be ſure that on that day you ſet a-part 
ſomething for the Poor; for Faſting and 
Alms are the Wings of Prayer. 

8. It is beſt to chuſe that day for your Faſt, 
which is uſed generally by all Chriſtians; 
as, Friday, and Saturday: But do not 
call it a Faſting-Day, unleſs alſo it be a 
day of extraordinary Devotion, and of 

Alms.

to be ſoon tired in whatſoever we begin to do 
for Chriſt, 

3. Watch over thyſelf, counſel thyſelf, re- 

prove thyſelf, cenfure thyſelf, and judge thy- 
felf impartially : Whatever thou doſt to others, 
do not neglect thyſelf; for every Man profits 
ſo much as he does violence to himſelf. 
4. They that follow their own ſenſuality, 
ſtain their Conſciences, and loſe the Grace of 
God: But he that endeavours to pleaſe God, 
whatever he ſuffers, is beloved of God. For it 
is not a Queſtion, whether we ſhall, or ſhall 
not ſuffer: But, Whether we ſhall ſuffer for 
God, or for the World; whether we ſhall take 
Pains in Religion; or in Sin; to get Heaven, 
or to get Riches. 

5. What availeth knowledge, without the 
fear of God ? An humble ignorant Man is ber- 
ter than a proud Scholar, who ſtudies natural 
things, and knows not himſelf. The more thou 
knoweſt, the more grievouſly thou ſhalt be 
judged, Many get no profit by their labour, 

ecauſe they contend for knowledge, rather 
than for holy lite: And the time ſhall come, 
when it ſhall more avail thee to have ſubdu'd 
one luſt, than to have known all Mſteries. 

6. No Man truly knows himſelf, but he 
groweth daily more contemptible in his own 
eyes. Deſire not to be known, and to be little 
eſteem d of by Men. 

7. If all be well within, nothing can hurt us 
from without : For from inordinate love, and 
vain fear, comes all unquietneſs of ſpirit, and 
diſtraction of our ſenſes. 8. He 
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8. He to whomall things areone, whodraw- 
eth all things to one, and ſeeth all things in 
one, may enjoy true peace and reſt of Spirit. 

9. It is not much buſineſs that diſtracts any 
Man; but the want of purity, conſtancy, and 
tendency towards God. Who hinders thee more 
than the unmortified deſires of thine own heart 2 
As ſoon as ever a Man deſires any thing inordi- 
nately, he is preſently diſquieted in himſelf. He 
that hath not wholly ſubdued himſelf, is quick- 
ly rempted and overcome in {mall and trifling 
things. The weak in ſpirit 1s he that is, in a 
manner, ſubject to his appetite, and he quickly 
falls into indignation, and contention, and envy. 

10- He is truly great, that is great in Chari- 
ty, and little in himſelt.

44 Entertain the ſame opinions and thoughts 
of thy fin, and of thy preſent ſtate, as thou 
wilt in the day of forrow. Thou wilt then 
think thyſelf very miſerable, and very tooliſh, 
for neglecting one hour, and one day ot 
thy Salvation: Think fo now, and thou wilt 
be more provident of thy time, and of thy 
talent. For there will a time come, when 
every careleſs Man ſhall defire the reſpite of 
one hour for Prayer and Repentance, and I 
know not who will grant it. Happy is he 
that ſo lives, that in the day of Death he re- 
joyces and is not amazed- 

45. He that would die comfortably, may 
ſerve his ends by firſt procuring to himſelt 
a contempt of the World, a fervent deſire 
of growing in Grace, love of Diſcipline, a 
laborious Repentance, a prompt Obedience, 
Self denial, and toleration of every croſs ac- 
cident for the love of Chriſt, and a tender 
Charity. 

46. While thou art well, thou mayeſt do 
much good, if thou wilt; but when thou art 
fick, neither thou nor I can tell what thou 
Malt be able ro do: It is not very much nor 
very good. Few Men mend with ſickneſs, as 
there are but tew whoby travel and a wander- 
ing lite become devour. x 

47. Be not troubled nor faint in the labours 
of Mortification, and the auſterities of Repen- 
tance; for in Hell one hour is more 1 
* f 2 
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than an hundred yeats in the houſe of Repen- 
tance: and try; for it thou canſt not endure 
God puniſhing thy tollies gently, for a while, 
to amend thee ; how wilt thou endure his ven- 
geance for ever, to undo thee ? 

48. In thy Prayers, wait for God; and 
think not every lay Prayer can procure 
every thing thou askeſt. Thoſe things which 
the Saints did not obtain without many Pray- 
ers, and much labour, ard ſhowers of tears, 
and a long protracted watchfulneſs and in- 
duſtry, do thou expect alſo in its own time, 
and by its uſual meaſure. Do thou valiant- 
ly, and hope confidently, and wait patient- 
ly, and thou ſhalt find thou wilt not be de- 
ceived. | 

49. Be careful, thou doſt not ſpeak a lye in 
thy Prayers, which, though not obſerved, is 
frequently practiſed by careleſs perſons, eſpe- 
cially in the forms of Confeſſion ; affirming 
things which they have not thought; pro- 
felling ſorrow, which is not; making a vow, 
they mean nor. 

50. If thou meaneſt to be devout, and 
to enlarge thy Religion, do it rather by in- 
creaſing thy ordinary Devotions, than thy ex- 
traordinary. For it they be not regular, but 
come by chance, they will not laſt long. But 
if they be added ro.your ordinary Offices, or 
made to be daily, thy Spirit will, by uſe and 


cuſtom, be made tender, and not willing to 
do lels. | 


FRIDAY» 
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The Sixth Decad. 
HE is a truly charitable and good Man, 


who, when he receives Injuries, grieves 
rather for the malice of him that injures him, 
than for his own ſuffering ; who willingly prays 
for him that wrongs him, and from his heart 
forgives all his faults; who ſtays nor, but 
quickly asks pardon ot others for his errors or 
miſtakes ; who ſooner ſhews mercy, than an- 
ger; who thinks better of others, than him- 
ſelf ; who offers violence to his appetite, and 
in all things endeavours to ſubdue the fleſh to 
the ſpirit» This is an excellent abbreviature of 
the whole duty of a Chriſtian. 
52. No Man can have felicity in two ſtates 
of things. If he takes it in God here, in him 
he ſhall have it hereafter; for God will laſt for 
ever. But it he takes felicity in things of this 
World, where will his felicity be when this 
World is done? Either here alone, or hereafter, 
mult be thy portion. 
53. Avoid thoſe things in thyſelf, which in 
others do moſt diſpleaſe thee : And remember, 
that as thine eye obſerves others, ſo art thou 
obſerved by God, by Angels, and by Men. 

54. He that puts his confidence in God only, 
is neither over - joyed in any great good things 
of this lite, nor ſorrowful for a little thing. 
Let God be thy love and thy fear; and he al- 
ſo will be thy Salvation, and thy Refuge. 

55. Do not omit thy Prayers, for want of a 
good Oratory, or place to pray in; on thy 

| duty, 
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duty, for want of temporal encouragements: 
For he that doth both upon God's account, 
cares not hom or what he ſuffers, ſo he ſuffer 
well, and be the friend of Chriſt; nor where 
nor when he ſuffers, ſo he may do it frequent), 
fervently and acceptably. | 

56. Very often remember and meditate up- 
on the wounds and ſtripes, the ſhame and the 
pain, the death and the burial of our Lord Fe- 
ſus ; for nothing will more enable us to bear 
our Croſs patiently, injuries charitably, the labour 
of Religion comfortably, and cenſuring words 
and detractions with meekneſs and quietneſs. 

57. Eſteem not thyſelf to have profited in 
Religion, unleſs thou thinkeſt well of others, 
and meanly of thyſelf ; therefore never accuſe 
any but thyſelft: And he that diligently 
watches himſelf, will be willing enough to be 
ſilent concerning others. | 

58. It is no great matter to live lovingly 
with good-natur'd, with humble and meek per- 
ſons : But he that can do ſo with the froward, 
with the wiltul and the ignorant, with the 
peeviſh and perverſe, he only hath true Cha- 
rity; Always remembring, that our ſolid true 
peace, and peace of God, conſiſts rather in com- 
plying with others, than in being complied 
with; in ſuffering and torbearing, rather than 
in Contention and Victory. 

59. Simplicity in our intentions, and purity 
of affections, are the two wings of a Soul; in- 
veſting it with the robes and reſemblances of 
a Seraphim. Intend the honour of God prin- 
cipally and fincerely, and mingle not thy affe- 
ctions with any creature, but in juſt ſubordina- 

| tion 
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tion to God, and to Religion, and thou ſhalt 
have joy if there be any ſuch thing in this 
World : For there is no joy but in God, and 
no ſorro t in an evil Conſcience. 

So. Take not much care what or who is for 
thee, or agaihſt thee : The judgment of none is 
to be regarded, it God's judgment be other wiſe. 
Thou art neither better nor worſe in thyſelf, 
for any account that is made of thee by any 


but by God alone: Secure that to thee, and he 
will fecure all the reſt.

61. REficd is he that underſtands what it is 
5 to love Jeſus, and contends earneſtly ro 
be like him: Nothing elie can ſatisfie, or make 
us oper But be thou a bearer ot his Croſs, as 
well as a lover of his Kingdom : Suffer tribula- 
tion tor him, or from him, with the ſame ſpirit 
thou receiveſt conſolation : Follow him as well 
tor the bitter Cup of his Paſſion, as for the 
Loaves : And remember that if it be an hard 
laying, Take up my Croſs and follow me, it is an 
harder ſaying, Go, ye curſed, into everlaſting fire. 
' 62. No Man can always have the ſame tpiri- 
tual pleaſure in his Prayers; For the greatelt 
Saints have ſomerimes ſuffered the baniſhment 
ot the heart, ſometimes are fervent, ſometimes 
they feel a barrenneſs of Devotion; for this 
Spirit comes and goes. Reſt therefore only in 
God, and in doing thy duty : and know, that 
it thou beeſt over-joy'd to day, this hour we 
$34 ; ; p 
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pals away, and temptation and ſadneſs will 
{ucceed. 

63. In all afflictions, ſeek rather for patience, 
than for comfort: It thou preſerveſt that, this 
will return. Any Man would ſerve God, if he 
felt pleaſure in italways; but the vertuous does 
it when his Soul is full of heavinels, and regards 
not himſelf, but God; and hates that conſola- 
tion that leſſens his compunction, but loves a- 
ny thing whereby he is made more humble. 

64. That which thou doſt not underſtand 
when thou readeſt, thou ſhalt underſtand in 
the day of thy viſitation : For there are many 
ſecrets of Religion which are not perceived till 
they be felt, and are not felt but W the day of 
a great calamity, | 

65. He that prays, deſpairs not: But fad is 
the condition of him that cannot pray : Happy 
are they that can, and do, and /ove to 4o it. 

66. He that will be pleaſed in his Ptayers, 
muſt make his Prayers his Rule. All our duty 
is there ſet down, becauſe in all our duty we 
beg the Divine Aſſiſtance: And remember that 
you are bound to do all thoſe duties, for the 
doing of which you have prayed for the Divine 
Aſſiſtance. 

67. Be doing actions of Religion as often 
as thou canſt, and thy worldly pleaſures as ſel- 
dom; that if thou beeſt ſurprized by ſudden 
death, it may be odds but thou may'it be taken 
at thy Prayers. | 

68. Watch and reſiſt the Devil in all his 
Temptations and Snares. His chief deſigns are 
theſe: To hinder thy deſire in good; to put 

thee by from thy ſpiritual employment, from 
a Prayers 
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Prayers, eſpecially from the Meditation of the 
Paſſion, from the remembrance of thy Sins, 
from humble confeſſion of them, from ſpeedy 
Repentance, from the cuſtody of thy lenke and 
of thy heart, from firm purpoſes of growing in 
Grace, from reading good Books, and frequent 
receiving the holy Sacrament. It is all one to 
him, it he deceives thee by a lye, or by truth: 
Whether he amaze or trouble thee by love of the 
reſent, or fear of the future. Watch him but 
in theſe things, and there will be no part left 
unarmed, in which he can wound thee. 

69. Remember how the Proud have fallen, 
and they who have preſumed upon their own 
ſtrength have been diſgraced 3 and that the 
boldeſt and greateſt talkers in the days of peaze, 
have been the moſt dejected and puſillanimous 
in the day of temptation. 

70. No Man ought to think he hath found 
Peace, when nothing troubles him ; or that 
God loves him, becauſe he hath no enemy; nor 
that all is well, becauſe every thing is according 
ro his mind; nor that he is an holy perſon, be- 
cauſe he prays with great ſweetneſs and com- 
fort. But he is at peace, who is reconciled to 
God; and God loves him, when he hath over- 
come himſelf; and all is well, when nothing 
pleaſes him but God, being thankful in the 
midſt of his afflictions ; and he is holy, who, 
when he hath loſt his comfort, loſes nothing ot 
his duty, but is itill the ſame when God changes

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Remembrances concerning the Examina- 
tion of your Conſcience, 


I. 


O U are to conſider the neceſſity of 
this duty. For if we take care that 
the Rooms which we eat or ſleep in 
ſhould be kept clean, you cannot 
but trink that the cleaniing of the 
Soul is a Concernment infinitely beyond it: 
And for doing this there is no other way left, 
but to ſearch out every corner of it, and to 
caſt out every fin, with every unclean thought 
that hath defiled it- . 


You are to remember, that there is a great 
meaſure of diſcretion to be uſed in the perfor- 
mance of this; ſo that you may neither omit it 
when your own heart may tell you that there 1s 
ſorgething amiſs in you, which mult be 1 

Alter ; 
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after; nor on the other ſide, over-ſcrupulouliy 
purſue it, when you are not conſcious to 
yourſelf of any notable failings, but ſuch as 
are incident to human frailty : For. if you do 
not wiltully paſs over any of your greater of- 
fences, but confeſs particularly, and repent ſe- 
riouſly of them, God will more eaſily paſs by 
your leſſer infirmities; being ſuch as the holy 
Prophet deſpair'd of finding out, when he fo 
ſadly complained, ho can tell how oft be of- 
Tendeth, © 
III. 


That though it may not only ſeem, but be 
impoſſible to you, to recolle& every failing; 
and that your ſcrupulous endeavouring of it 
may rather prove a torture to the Conſcience, 
than an eaſe to it; yet you are ſo far to exer- 
ciſe an inquiſition upon yourſelf, as by obſerving 
theſe leſſer particulars, (though it be but in 
groſs) you may the better diſcover what the 
corruption of your nature (ways you to; and 
having diſcovered it, you are bound to ftrive to 
ſubdue it by degrees; and what you cannot 


for the preſent overcome, humbly to ask par- 
don for. 


IV. 

That though it be the duty of every day, 
not to let the Sun £9 down upon any fin that 
you have committed, without examining of 

the merits of it; yet there are times when this 
_ oughr to be more punctually and folemnly 
done; eſpecially at ſuch times as you ſet a- part 
for humbling your Soul with faſting, or for 
preparing yourſelf for the devout receiving of 
the Sacrament, * «

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For the manner of ordering this Examina- 
tion, ſeveral methods have been preſcribed ; 
ſome, by dividing the ſubje& matter of it into 
thoughts, words and deeds; other, as ſins are 
differenced by their ſeveral objects, either as be- 
ing immediately ſins againſt God, or againſt 
your Neighbour, or againſt your own Soul, O- 
thers adviſe to ſet God's holy Commandments 
before you, and to examine by that rule, what 
you have done amiſs. Burt in the choice of this 
you may free yourſelf from all perplexity, by 
taking his advice whom you ſhall chuſe to be 
your ſpiritual Guide. And the duty itſelf be- 
ing once reſolved upon, the mode of doing may 
eaſily be found out.

Advice concerning Confeſſion. 
I. 


T Har beſides this examination of your Con- 

ſcience, (which may be done in ſecret, be- 
tween God and your own Soul) there is great 
uſe of holy Confeſſion ; which, though it be 
not generally in all caſes, and peremptorily 
commanded, as if without it no Salvation 
could poſſibly be had; yet you are adviſed 
by the Church, under whoſe diſcipline you 
live, that before you are to receive the holy 
Sacrament, or when you are viſited with any 
dangerous ſickneſs, if you find any one particu- 
lar fin, or more, that lies heavy upon you, to 
disburthen yourſelf of it into the Boſom of 
yaury Confeſſor, who not only ſtands * f 
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God and you, to pray for you ; but hath the 
power of the Keys commited. to him, upon 
your true repentance to abſolve you in Chriſt's 


Name from thoſe fins which you have conteſſed 
to him.

| You are to remember that you bring along 
with you to confeſſion, not only unfeigned 
forrow and remorſe of Conſcience for fins paſt, 
but ſettled reſolutions for the time to come ne- 
ver to offend in the fame kind again: For with- 
out this, Confeſſion is but a meer Pageant; and 
rather a mockery of God, than any effectual 
means to reconcile you to him. 
III. 

That having made choice of ſuch a Confeſ- 
for, who is every way qualified, that you may 
truſt your Soul with him, you are adviſed 

lainly and fincerely to open your heart to 

im; and that, laying aſide all conſideration 
of any perſonal weakneſs in him, you are to 
look upon him only as he is a Truſtee from 
God, and commiſſioned by him, as his Mini- 


ſterial Deputy, to hear, and judge, and ab- 
ſolve you. 


That the manner of your Confeſſion be in an 
humble poſture, on your knees; as being made 
to God, rather than Man. And for the matter 
of it, let it be ſevere and ſerious ; but yet fo as 

it may be without any inordinate anxiety, and 
unnceceſlary ſcruples ; which ſerve only to in- 
fangle the Soul, and inſtead of ſetting you free 
Ii Kaen) is te benefit 's, be looked for by Con- 
teſſion) ex you the more.

we OU are firſt to conſider ſeriouſly the infi- 

nite love of your Saviour, who not only 
offered himſelf for you as a Sacrifice upon the 
Croſs ; but that this might never be forgotten 
by you, left the blefled memory of it in his ho- 
ly Sacrament; which as often as you devoutly 
and faithfully receive, you are effectually made 


partaker of all the Merits of his precious Death 
and Paſſion. Fe 


That for the frequency of doing this, (if 
your own Conſcience doth not ſpeak home to 
you 
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you) you referr yourſelf to your ſpiritual Guide; 
who knowing the temper of your Soul, and how 
you ſtand diſpoſed, may beſt direct you. Only 
F ſhall add this; That the oftner you apply 
yourſelf to do it, your life will be the purer 
your heart the chearfuller, and the better arm

That three times in the year at leaſt, eſpecially

And that 
ing done you may compoſe yourſelt in quier, 
and in ſilence, till the time of the Morning- 
Sacrifice be come ; when being called to a more 
publick Oratory, you may be the fitter to go 
with an humble confidence to meet your Sa- 
viour; and with that ardour and affection, as 
a chaſte Virgin goes to 3 * Marriage. 


That during the celebration of this holy Sa- 
crament, you attend earneſtly to what is done 
by the Prieſt. When he breaks the Bread, ima- 
gine to yourſe!t that you ſee the Body of your 
dear Saviour torn and crucified : And when he 
pours out the Wine, conſider that his Blood was 
thus pours out upon the Altar of the Croſs :
